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A. M. CHICKERING 1887-1974 

Dr Arthur Merton Chickering died on 24 May 
1974 in Keene, New Hampshire. He was born on 23 
March 1887 in Vermont, received his BPh from Yale 
University in 1913 where he was a student of 
Petrunkevitch, an MS degree in 1916 from the 
University of Wisconsin, and a PhD in 1927 from the 
University of Michigan for insect cytological studies. 
It was after he received his PhD that Chickering 
became interested in tropical American spiders. 
Chickering taught at Albion College, Michigan from 
1918 until his retirement in 1957 and was associated 
with the Museum of Comparative Zoology from 1953 
until 1971 when his health began to fail. His main 
contributions have been to the taxonomy of Central 
American and West Indian spiders. A complete list of 
his publications will be published in a forthcoming 
issue of the Transactions of the American 
Microscopical Society, a publication of an 
organization of which he was treasurer for 27 years. 
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
